Firefighters 
Respond To 
$12,000 Fire 


Last Tuesday evening at 
6:15 p.m. the Sierra Madre 
Volunteer Fire Department 
was ordered to respond to 
a “grease fire” at 510 Ea.st 
Highland, corner of High¬ 
land and Coburn. 

When Fire Chief Charles 
Blown arrived on the scene 
he notified the incoming en¬ 
gines that the home was 
“fully involved.” The tire- 
figliters then laid their lines 
to botli the front, rear and 
inside tne building to con¬ 
tain the blaze as quickly as 
possible. 

Tho fire Is believeid to 
.have been c lused when a 
small amount of grease 
caught fire in the hood over 
the stove. This in turn 
worked its way through an 
opening in the fUie pipe and 
penetrated into the attic of 
the home. 

Tlie shake Rhingles of the 
home vvere quickly ignited 
from the inside and the fire 
spread rapidly over most of 
the roof area. 

The home is owned by 
William J. Iffert, and has 
been occupied by him for 
.several years. According to 
Fire Marshal Richard Pro¬ 
bart, damage has been esti¬ 
mated at around $12,0(X) 
and at least partially cov¬ 
ered by insurance.

The present level of fire 
protection provided by the 
California Division of Fores- 
tiy will be maintained de¬ 
spite the impact of a new 
federal mnimum wage law, 
state director of conserv^a- 
tion Hay B. ILunter an¬ 
nounced. 

Hunter met earlier this 
week with Governor Ronald 
Reagan to review the prob¬ 
lems created by wage and 
overtime provision of the 
Fair Labor Standards Act of 
1974, passed two months ago 
by the U.S. Congress. 

“The governor made it 
clear,’’ Hunter said, “that 
he w'ants the present level of 
CDF fire protection main¬ 
tained thrcrughout the state. 
T intend to see to it that we 
ido.” 

The immediate problem 
facing Hunter and CDF is an 
adequate staff of season 
firefigl’ters, hired during the 
critical fire season, receive 
an average of S525 per 
month and were required to 
remain on duty at their fire 
stations 120 hours a week. 

They now will be required 
to be ready for lire call only 
60 hours a week. 

One of the solutions could 
include hiring a substantial 
jiumber of additional sea- 
sortsonal employees and ad¬ 
justing work schedules to 
guarantee adequate man¬ 
power during the hours 
when most fires are re¬ 


cur streets. Th,e last major 
project was Auburn Avemie 
and now just recently we 
if-paved’ Canon and Sierra 
Madre Blvd., and wo have 
done sections of others, but 
many of the other streets are 
in bad disrepair. We ought 
to e.stablish a prog r a m 
somehow to .start repairing 
tho.se streets, getting the 
money somehow through 
Federal, State, or County 
funds or maybe some .sort 
of a tax increase or use of 
levenues generated from 
some otner source like water, 
or .something, to improve the 
streets. I don’t think we 
ought to turn ciur heads and 
not consider it because our 
streets are deteriorating.

Also included in the mo¬ 
tion is a provision for a co¬ 
operative program to moni¬ 
tor the quality of the water 
in the hasin. 

The monitoring program 
will be under the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Watermaster and 
will provide the basin with 
a joint program of .sampling 
which will be far more eco¬ 
nomical than if each of ehe 
20 water agencies having 
rights within the basin con¬ 
ducts its own sampling pro¬ 
gram, Johnson said. 

The court-ordered Ray¬ 
mond Basin Judgment ap¬ 
points the State Department 
of Water Resources as 
Watermaster and also pro^ 
vides for an advisory board 
of local water producers to 
advi.'se the Watermaster on 
t,he ad'ministration of the 
provisions of the judgment. 

The advisory board, which 
meets logularly with the 
Watermaster to discuss 
basin operation, includes, in 
addition to Johnson who is 
chairman, Bernard P. West- 
kamper of Sierra Madre, 
Leonard W.- Jubb, secretary’ 
of the Lincoln Avenue Water 
Company: John A. Grivich of 
the City of Arcadia: and 
Linn E. Magoffin, California- 
American Water Company. 


To Consumers

daily by his office in calls 
and letters from consumers. 

Q. — How can I get the 
best deal on a rental car 
this .summer? 

A. — Shop around care¬ 
fully. There are a variety of 
car rental plans. Some offer 
unlimited mileage for a flat 
rate. In other,s, you pay a 
flat rate, plus mileage. Some 
companies incliudc gas in 
the cost of their short-teml 
rentals — something to con- 
sirer when gas prices are 
high. Small cars usually 
rent for less than big cars. 

Different companies offer 
different plans. You can 
save a very sizable percent¬ 
age of your car reneal costs 
hy choosing the company 
with the best plan for your 
purposes. Before you begin 
calling companies to ask 
their rates, figure the 
number of days you will 
need the car, how many 
miles you expect to drive, 
and the size car you want. 
Ask for a price on the baste 
of your own trip plan The 
company with the lowest 
daily rate may not be your 
best deal for a long trip. 

If you choose a company 
which offers unus ,u a 11 y 
low rates, some caution may 
be in order. Don’t neglect to 
check on the insurance cov¬ 
erage offered'. Is the maxi¬ 
mum coverage high 
enough? How high is the de¬ 
ductible? Can the deductible 
be waived? How much extra 
will this cost? 

If you do not waive the 
deductible, take a good look 
at t.lie car before you take 
it out. Be sure there are 
no nicks or dents you may 
be asked to pay for. Look in 
the trunk to be sure the 
spare lire and tools arc 
there, so that you cannot be 
lield' responsible for theft. 

Q. — I bought my tires 
under a 40,000 mile guaran¬ 
tee. When they wore out be¬ 
fore tlie guarantee was up, f 
went back to the store for 
replacements. I could not 
believe what they told me I 
would have to pay. 

The store will only give 
me a ten per cent discount 
on new tires. The amount 1 
have to pay is figured on 
ten per cent off the manu¬ 
facturer’s list price. I would 
actually have to pay more 
to take advantage of my 
guarantee than I would 
have to pay for new tires 
on sale at another store. 
Can they do this? 


A. — The store is offering 
you exactly the terms stated 
in your written guarantee. 
When you shop for tire.s, it 
is ver/ important to read the 
guarantee or warranty care¬ 
fully. Tire guarantees are 
pro-rated, so that the 
amount actually being of¬ 
fered is based on how far 
your tiies fall short of their 
life expectancy. 

The basis for the pro-rat- 
in.g .schedule in a tire guar¬ 
antee differs from one com¬ 
pany to another. It may be 
baseil on the last price, the 
original purchase price, or 
the selling price of the tires 
at the lime of replacement. 
This can make a substantial 
difference in the amount of 
your di.scount, and is impor¬ 
tant to consider when you 
shop for tires. 

Q. — Why do you insist 
that a firm be in business 
for six months befhre it can 
join the Better Business Bu- 
eau? 

A, — We have no way of 
knowing whether a brand 
new firm will treat its cus¬ 
tomers fairly. Since only 
firms which are committed 
to good busine.ss practices 
are wanted in the BBB, we 
wait until a firm has estab¬ 
lished a record of good cus¬ 
tomer relations before it can 
become a member.

The ad also said you 
can make money selling the 
towels. 

Now, I would love to have 
fifty new towels for a dol¬ 
lar an-d maybe .sell some of 
them, but it seems like there 
has to bo at catch some- | 
wliero. Do you know what ' 
the deal is? i 

A. — Don’t plan on u.sing | 
one of these towels to dry 
off after a shower. They are 
the dispo.sable kind gas sta¬ 
tions use to wipe wind¬ 
shields. They measure about 
nine by 12 inches. 1 happen 
to know iiecause someone 
•sent one to my office, along 
with a letter of complaint 
about the ad. 

Q. — I put a deposit on a 
used car I thought I want¬ 
ed. Next day, I found a 
better deal somewhere else. 
When I went back to tbc 
first dealer, he refu.sed to 
give my mon e y back. 
Doesn’t he have to refund 
my deposit? 

A. — Yes. In California, 
money paid in deposit be¬ 
fore a contract is signed 
must be refunded' if no con¬ 
tract is signed. 

Q. — My family will be 
taking a long car trip on our 
vacation this year. I remcm.- 
ber hearing a few years 
back about gas .station rip¬ 
ping off travelers by sabo¬ 
taging their cars or doing 
thing.s to them that don’t 
need -toing. T don’t know a 
lot about cars. How can I 
protect myself? 

A. — There have been a 
few well-publicized cases in 
which station attendants 
ramaged cars they were sup¬ 
posed to be servicing, then 
charged the owners for new 
parts. Some of the tricks are 
cutting belts or puncturing: 
tires. 

To avoid- the extreme bad 
apples, don’t leave a station 
attendant alone with your 
car. Get out and watch him 
while he works under you- 
hood. If you ate going to the 
washroom or tlie candy ma¬ 
chine, wait until after youi 
car has been serviced and 
drive it out of the service 
bay before you leave. 

Be siure to have your car 
thoroughly checked 'by your 
own mechanic before you 
leave. That’s your best way 
to avoid annoying delays 
and' the risk involved in 
liavin^ a stranger in a dis¬ 
tant town work on your car. 

Q. — You write a lot 
about what const itute.s false 
advertising.

Unknown amounts of hard 
earned dollars have been 
taken from citizens in door- 
to-door bunco schemes. 

The City Code requires any 
per.son selling or performing 
services door-to-door to first 
obtain a City business li¬ 
cense. A police investigation 
is conducted in an effort to 
reduce the risk to the citi¬ 
zen. 

Common bunco schemes 
are home repairs such as 
painting, driveway repairs, 
electridal work, plumbing, 


and tree trimming. These 
schemes are accomplished in 
many ways. Some are no 
return after advance pay¬ 
ment, poor quality or imita¬ 
tion material, over-pricing, 
and many others. An ex¬ 
ample is a $.50 tree trimming 
job for $500. 

Protect yoiurself. If you d-c 
not know the salesman, ask 
to see the business license. 
If none is produced, call the 
Police Department immedi¬ 
ately.

Leaks! 

By Congressman Thomas M. Rees 

Perhaps it’s just that after two years of Watergate 
I am cynical and somewhat dubious about what I hear 
from the White House. But I’m suspicious over the latest 
White House flack about leaks from the House Judiciary 
Committee, which is considering the impeachment of the 
President. 

The White House strategy is to discredit the Judi¬ 
ciary Committee. By doing this the resolve of the indi¬ 
vidual committee members to deal with the impeachment 
might be shaken; also, if the committee as a whole can 
he discredited, then its actions, such as approving the 
articles of impeachment, might also be discredited. 

The last thing a member of the Judiciary Committee 
who favored impeachment would want to do would bo to 
leak out to the press confidential documents dealing with 
Richard Nixon. Obviously the public is not happy over 
indiscriminate leaks. By blaming the Democratic members 
of the committee for the leaks, is not the White House 
channeling public resentment toward the Democratic mem¬ 
bers? 

It would be a White House victory if a claim could 
be made that impeachment was a partisan Democratic 
impeachment, not a bipartisan impeachment by the United 
States House of Representatives. 

Wouldn’t it seem logical (logical in the sense used 
by the White House these last few years) that in order 
to make sure a leak was leaked the Repuhlican mem¬ 
bers or staffers on the committee would do the leaking? 
The White House needs dependable leaks so that Deputy 
Press Secretary Gerald L, Warren or Communications 
Director Ken W. Clawson can then denounce the Judiciary 
Committee with such rhetoric as “Fairness and due process 
are being violated daily on a wholesale basis.” 

Again, who benefits by a leak? Certainly not those 
members of the Judiciary Committee who tend to favor 
impeachment. 

I recently spoke with a Democratic member of the 
committee who has been singled out as a source of the 
leaks. He told me that he has never taken his notebook 
of confidential material from the Judiciary Committee 
since the hearing started, even though members are free 
to take the matrial to their offices. But because he has 
been one of the most outspoken committee members favor¬ 
ing impeachment, he has been targeted as a source of the 
leaks. 

The apparent outrage of the White House over the 
leaks seems to tit too well into the strategy of saving 
Richard Nixon. A calculated program of denouncing leaks 
depends on a calculated program of creating leaks. 

Truce and Consequences 

When Henry Kissinger undertook a spur-of-the-mo¬ 
ment lucky 13th trip to Damascus he turned an ap¬ 
parent diplomatic failure into a highly important achieve¬ 
ment. 

The truce he engineered under which Israel and 
Syria agreed to disengage their troops in the Golan 
Heights and accept a U.N. supervised buffer zone ar¬ 
rangement just east of the two nations common border 
ended a 79-day war of attrition that broke out shortly 
after the end of the October war. It was the first formal 
agreement they had reached since 1948, when Isreal 
fought its war of independence. 

President Nixon properly hailed the Secretary of 
State’s success in this most difficult mission as a major 
diplomatic accomplishment. Just as properly he warned 
that there are “many difficulties ahead (in) achieving 
a permanent peace settlement for the entire Mideast 

area.^’ . ... 

An indication of what those difficulties would in¬ 
clude came in the Soviet-Syrian pronouncement that 
the truce was “a first step and indivisible part of an 
overall settlement” which must be followed imrnediate- 
ly by steps towards an Israeli withdrawal from all occu¬ 
pied Arab territiry. 

Despite difficulties to come, however, a roadblock 
has been removed, the consequencs of which could mean 
a great deal to our hopes for Mideast and world peace. 
As in the removal of all diplomatic roadblocks, con¬ 
cessions had to be made on both sides. In this case the 
Israeli made the first gesture, dropping their insis¬ 
tence on a Syrian guarantee to prevent Arab guerrilla 
Infiltration, accepting instead a U.S. offer of Po^'^ical 
support in the event of Israeli retaliation should such 

infiltration occur. 

Like all truces, it is not totally reassuring, but the 
fact that it came about and that its consequences could 
mean so much most certainly is. 

Fourth, Freedom 

July starts off with Freedom Day, Monday the first, 
so designated because of the many nations that observe 
the anniversray of their freedom during the month. 

Canada, Somalia, Algeria, Venezuela, Malawi ... the 
list is long. But none of their anniversaries f n come 
close to matching our own, that of adoption of the De¬ 
claration of Independence by the Continental Congress 

in Philadelphia, July 4, 1776. 

This Independence Day we are preoccupied with the 
problems of the national administration. They seem stern 
and agonizing to many of us, disruptive of faith in the 
presidency and even of our political system. 

To most foregin nations, however, our Watergate up- 
ro4r is just one of those things that happen to 
ments now and then. The United States still is looked 
upon with awe, even if not always deep friendship, as a 
bastion of freedom, a mighty force in the tortvmus prob¬ 
lem of organizing world peace and understanding. 

To them President Nixon is not the (deleted) in Oval 
Room conversations. He is the man who opened the door 
to China, who calmed the Soviet relationship, who sent 
Henry Kissinger to perform his Mideast miracle. 

On this Fourth of July it would seem appropriate, yes 
imperative that we recall and consider thoughtfully the 
meaning of the Declaration. That we should settle as quick¬ 
ly and reasonably as possible our internal differences, ancl 
renew our mutual effort to achieve for all men in all 
nations the unalienable rights of life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness.

D.A.'s Report 
By Joseph P. Busch 
District Attorney 

Marijuana users who be¬ 
lieve ti'.c drug has no nega¬ 
tive effects generally aren’t 
aware of the damage being 
done to them until they stop 
using it and begin to re¬ 
cover lost mental abilities. 

Such are the findirig.s of 
one of the nation’s top mari¬ 
juana researcihers. Dr. Har- 
•d'in Jones of the University 
of California at Berkeley. 

His studies seem especial¬ 
ly topical in light of the 
recent release of a Los An¬ 
geles city school .survey 
which indicates that nearly 
half the city’s high school 
students have used mari¬ 
juana. 

Dr. Jones, a professor of 
physiology and med i c a 1 
physics, believes marijuana 
is “the most dangerous drug 
of all,” largely because 
users are not aware of its 
effects. 

In the past several years. 
Dr. Jones has studied about 
415 marijiuana users and 
former users. ‘‘Without ex¬ 
ception,” he said recently, 
“they are amaze.d when they 
stop using mari.iuana and 
find that their memory is 
clearer and their over-all 
awareness Is increased. The 
user doesn’t know what is 
happening to him, but as 
the brain recovers these lost 
functions, he can feel the 
difference.” 


.Steady or heavy users of 
marijiuana aren’t the only 
ones who lose mental acuity 
and memory function, the 
dockor warns. “Even casual 
users, people who might 
only smoke marijuana a 
couple of times a month, 
are affected,” he said. 

The loss of mental func¬ 
tions Is in part due to a 
buildup of THC, marijuana’s 
most active Ingredient, In 
the brain, Dr. Jones believes. 

THC, or tetrahydrocan - 
nabinol, stays in the body 
oven when the user is not 
smoking marijuana. It stays 
in brain cells as long as sev¬ 
eral months, which helps to 
explain why people who stop 
using ,marijuana don’t ex¬ 
perience immediate improve¬ 
ment. 

“They don’t notice any¬ 
thing for at least a month,” 
Dr. Jones says. “After that, 
the improvement is gradual. 
First, they recover their 
short-term memory. Tlien 
their long - term memory 
starts coming back.” 

Can a former user recover 
all of his lost mental f'unc- 
lions? 

“We don’t kn(3W,’’ Dr. 
Jones admits, “because we 
haven’t had the opportunity 
to study former users that 
long. We do know that some 
heavy users who were al¬ 
most incapacitated- at the 
time they quite started 
showing improvement after 
a time, and continued to im¬ 
prove for a period of three 
vears. 


“One danger, of course, is 
destruction of brain cells. A 
University of Pennsylvania 
study showed that mari¬ 
juana use acHtally coulil 
lead to atrophy of the brain 
— and -brain tissue doesn’t 
regenerate. The study, of 
young people who used no 
other drugs and had no 
other mental impairment, 
showed such, effe c t s as 
apathy, disorientation, list- 
lossnesg and depression.” 

Another danger he cites is 
chromosomal damage, which 
loads to genetic impairment. 
A university of Utah study 
shows that even casual use 
of marijuana can cause 
chromosome breakage. 

Dr. Jones has studied 
marijuana use for years and 
has testified on its effects 
before numroius gov e r n - 
mental and scientific agen¬ 
cies. His findings appear to 
clash, with those of mari¬ 
juana advocates who claim 
that there Is no definitive 
evidence of harm associated 
with its use. 

The Los Angeles school 
study indicated' that 48 per 
cent of the city’s high school 
stndents have tried mari¬ 
juana at least once; 40 per 
cent have -used it three or 
more times, and one-fourth 
of the seniors say they are 
presently using it. 

The study also indicated 
that one-fifth of all junior 
high school students have 
used it at least once, while 
12 per cent have used' it a 
minimium 


of three times.
